DUGEP GRIP 


OF THE 


Superintenditi¢g School Committee. 


In preparing the annual report of the public schools of London- 
derry, your committee is conscious that it is a disadvantage not to 
be able to compare the work with that accomplished in previous 
years. However, it is believed that this has been a year of average 
prosperity. We have had no serious disturbance in any school, 
nor has any prevailing disease interfered with the attendance. The 
whole number of pupils enrolled is the same as it was last year. 

It is creditable to the prudential committees that they endeav- 
ored to advance the interests of the schools by hiring competent 
teachers, and some of them were very fortunate in their selections. 
Of the eleven different teachers employed, six had taught in town 
before, and three had gained experience in adjoining towns. If 
entire satisfaction was not given in every district, it is believed that 
the result must have been due to some cause other than a lack of 
interest on the part of the teachers. 

In accordance with the amendment to the law relating to text 
books, which passed at the last session of the Legislature, and took 
effect March 1, 1884, the study of physiology and hygiene has 
been introduced into the common schools of the state. ‘‘ Lessons 
on the Human Body,” by Orestes M. Brands, was adopted as a 
text book adapted to the wants of the pupils in our schools. It is 
hoped and expected that all teachers will be well prepared to teach 
physiology next year. ‘The purpose of the law cannot be accom- 
plished until our teachers are competent to instruct, and are able 
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to create an interest in the subject among their pupils by becoming 
interested themselves. . 

Some of the teachers thought that much better work might be 
accomplished in teaching primary arithmetic with a different 
text book in, the hands of the pupils. Accordingly a change was 
made during the fall and winter terms, and Greenleaf’s “ First 
Lessons in Numbers” was adopted in place of Emerson’s Mental 
Arithmetic. The increased interest on the part of the pupils, as 
well as teachers, seemed to justify the change. In two districts, 
where permission to use a different book had been given by former 
superintendents, it was not deemed best to change, but it is 
expected that those who begin arithmetic in the future will procure 
the new book. 

‘The lack of uniformity in the text books used is a serious fault 
in some districts. ‘The number of classes could be reduced, and 
the work of teachers made easier, if the parents would take pains 
to supply their children with the authorized text books. 


Penmanship does not receive the attention which its importance 
demands, although in some of our schools a marked improvement 
has been made. More time might be spent profitably in teaching 
pupils how to make good use of spoken and written language. The 
ability to write a letter and the most common business forms, 
legibly and correctly ought to be gained in the common schools. 
Indeed, the instruction in every branch ought to be made of the 
utmost practical value to those taught, since many of our young 
people will never enjoy the advantages of high schools or academies, 
and, therefore, must be fitted for the duties of life in the district 
school. 

It is a gratifying fact that many citizens have shown a deep 
interest in the condition of our schools by frequent visits to the 
school rooms. No one can afford to be indifferent to that system 
by which the boys and girls of to-day are being prepared to per- 
form the duties of the men and the women of the future. And it 
is well to remember that, while all should strive to secure the best 
possible development of intellectual power, it is far more important 
to lay the foundation of true and noble character.

“THE SCHOOLS IN DETAIL. 


Districr No. 1. 


The three terms were taught by Martha J. Boyd. 
This school room is a pleasant one, in good repair, and the 
citizens do all in their power to make their school a good one. 


Parents and pupils deserve special credit for the punctual attend- 


ance of the latter. 


~ 
District No. 2. 


Three terms were taught by Miss Nellie A. Robie, who has long 
had the reputation of being an efficient teacher. ‘This is the third 
time that her services have been secured in this district. 
At all times this school was found in good condition, and the 
progress made indicated that teacher and pupils had worked faith- 
fully. ) 

Sickness in several families kept some of the pupils out of school 
during a part ofthe winter term. Arthur H. Cross deserves special 
mention for his constant attendance. He was present two terms 
and seven weeks of the third, but his teacher was obliged to forbid 
his attendance after that time on account of a contagious disease 
in the family. 

District No. 3. 

This district had two terms taught by Miss Georgietta W., 
Knight. This is one of the smallest schools in town, but the 
teacher by her faithful, persevering efforts, and the pupils by their 
industry and good deportment, made it one of the successful ones. 
Miss Knight’s previous acquaintance with the school was an 
advantage, as no time was lost in learning the ability and acquire- 
ments of her pupils. We wish the children in this district could 
have the benefit of longer terms, but it is commendable in them to 
make the most of their present opportunities. Since the close of 
the fall term repairs on the house have been made which improve 
its appearance and will add to the comfort of teacher and pupils. 


Disrricr No. 4. 


The condition of this school room renders it unfit for use. 
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Happily, the citizens of the district have acknowledged the 
necessity of doing something, and it is thought the building will be 
remodeled before the opening of the spring term. 

Three teachers were employed during the year, but, in spite of 
this disadvantage, much good work was done. 

Miss Addie M. Greeley taught the spring term. The prudential 
committee was fortunate to obtain this experienced teacher, but a 
previous engagement prevented her return to the school. 

A short fall term was taught by Mr. M. Francis: Haseltine, who 
had no experience as a teacher before he entered this school. His 
interest in the work and manifest fitness for it made the term a 
profitable one for the pupils: The classes in reading had been 
carefully drilled, and all the pupils were taught to think for them- 
selves. 

Miss Georgietta W. Knight was the teacher during the winter 
term, and won the esteem of her pupils. The classes in arith- 
metic did good work. At the close of school good rhetorical ex- 
ercises added to the interest of the occasion. 

District No. 5. 

This district was so fortunate as to obtain the services of Mrs. 
Florie Greeley throughout the year. A good teacher, ambitious 
pupils and a pleasant school-room, all helped to make it one of 
the best schools in town. 

The classes in arithmetic had done thorough work, and were 
able to give clear explanations of the various principles. A lively. 
interest in spelling was manifested, some of the younger pupils 
making remarkable progress in this sometimes neglected branch. 

The parents and friends in this district showed their interest in 
the school by their presence at the public examinations. 


District No. 6. 


The two terms were taught by Miss Mary E. Young. Although 
Miss Young was without experience as a teacher, her natural apti- 
tude for the position and faithful performance of every duty, made 
her efforts successful. 

The order was excellent, and at both examinations the recita- 
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tions gave evidence that the time had been spent profitably. One 
of the pleasing features at the close of the summer term was an 
exercise in which the younger pupils answered a list of questions 
embracing much general information. Among the good recita- 
tions at the winter examination were those by classes in arithmetic, 
physiology and primary geography. 


Districr No. 7. 


Miss Clara E. Henderson was the teacher during the spring and 
fall terms. Miss Henderson was one of our most earnest teachers, 
taking special interest in the younger pupils. The method of the 
teacher and its application by the class made the work in U. S. 
history creditable to all. 

The winter term was taught by Miss Emeline Fifield, and was 
in every sense a success. ‘The recitations at the close of the term 
gave most conclusive evidence that the school had been in the 
hands of a superior teacher. Perfect familiarity with the subjects 
taught gave her the power to ask practical questions, and effectu- 
ally prevented the meaningless use of the words of the text books 
by the pupils. Reading received its due share of attention ; there 
was a good class in book-keeping, and arithmetic was taught very 
thoroughly. 


District No. 8. 


The three terms of school in this district were all taught by Miss 
Etta M. Young. 

The prudential committee was fortunate in his selection of a 
teacher. Miss Young’s experience in other districts had won for 
her an enviable reputation, which was well sustained by her work 
in this school. The pupils appreciated her efforts, and, by their 
diligence and good behavior, made the year profitable as well as 
pleasant. ‘The class in primary arithmetic was the best of its grade 
in town. 3 


Disrricr No. 9. 


A summer term of eight weeks, and a fall term of seventeen’ 
weeks were taught by Miss E. Lillian Colby. This is the smallest 
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school in town and it has no advanced pupils. Under these cir- 
cumstances the ingenuity of a teacher is taxed to the utmost to 
manage a school so that it may be interesting. 

The closing exercises of the summer term were creditable to 
teacher and pupils. Many of the parents attended both examina- 
tions. The youngest pupils deserve especial mention for making 
good progress during the year. 

We regret that a difficulty, originating outside the school, at 
length crept into it interfering with its prosperity during the last 
term. 

Districr No. 10. 

This is a union district, and the school is under the care of the 
superintending school committee of Derry. 

Two terms of nine and fourteen weeks were taught by Miss 
Edna A. Clark. Seven scholars attended from Londonderry. 
Mary V. Parshley was perfect in attendance two terms, and Ida A. 
Parshley one term.
